LEARN ABOUT THE COLONIES. 


mcB Mny Inform Them«elve« 
Hone R*«:»**l«« Other 


Land*. 


For the last dozen years JSngland ha» 


been developing an institution of 
which, as yet, there is little need in 
this country. That is the Colonial col- 
lege, in a remote comer of Suffolk, In 
which, upon an estate of about SCO 
acres, equipped with suitable buildings, 
laboratories, and BO forth, the young 
men ol the realm who desire to broaden 
their horizon and their field of effort 
take a course of one or two years in 
what is known as "training lor the col- 
onies." Here they ar« taught that these 
far-away dependencies are not Eldora- 
does, where gold can be had for the 
cartage, but places in which pioneer pa- 
tience, courage and thrift are neces- 
sary qualities. The theory ot "rough- 
ing it" is inculcated, and the instruc- 
tion is to a considerable extent along 
emergency lines, such as saddlery, car- 
pentry, dairying, veterinary medleint 
and the like. 


There is also a varied system of in- 


struction in the different kinds of farm- 
ing that corresporm to the natural con- 
ditions of the particular location* con- 
templated. Thus, ono may qualify foi 
Manitoba by studying wheat raising; 
another for Tasmania by acquiring the 
mybteries of fruit culture, while ft third, 
having New Zealand in mind, will de- 
vote himself to the best methods oi 
sheep raising. Canada has thus far re- 
ceived the largest number of gradu- 
ates, and New Zealand next. The col 
lege certificate of a two years' course 
is a great absistance to the student as 
a recommendation to desirable employ 
crs, and those who ha«e become settled 
in their new occupations are helpful 
in finding openings for those who come 
later. The insular limitations of Great 
Britain and the sharp line of dlscriro 
[nation drawn through f ami lies by the 
law of primogeniture is giving this kind 
of training a larger value as the popu- 
lation Increases and the opportunities 
for younger sons become comparative- 
ly fewer. As we have said, nothing ol 
this sort has yet been needed in this 
country, but if our foreign 
depend- 


encies continue to increase we shall 
have to engraft something of this kind 
upon the system ol instruction now fur- 
nished by our agricultural colleges.— 
Boston Transcript.

The Minn Bird of Qonololn. 


Mr. Palmer contributes an article to 


the Year Book of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture on the danger 
of introducing noxious animals and 
plants from one country into another. 
The Mina (Mynah or Meina) is a bird 
from Hindoostun, which resembles the 
crow blackbird in its habits and the 
Knglish sparrow in its partiality for 
human dwellings. This bird has been 
introduced into the Hawaiian islands, 
and at Honolulu is so abundant that it 
has driven avvny the pigeons and fowls 
and destroyed the fgps o£ domestic 
birds. Mr. Palmer BBVS: 
"The ac- 


quisition of new territory has brought 
us face to face with new problems. All 
our island possessions should be pro- 
tected from ill-advised acclimatization 
which has caused so much loss in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand." The introduc- 
tion of exotic birds and mammals should 
be restricted by law. 
Western Aus- 


tralia, under the "destructive birds and 
mammals" act, prohibits the importB' 
tion, liberation, or keeping of animals 
and birds which the colonial bureau ol 
agriculture considers injurious to vine- 
yards and crops.—Chicago Tribune.
